. Do vse good rich soil around the roots. 
. Do keep fertilizer away from the roots. 
. Do spread roots well and set slightly deeper than the plant stood in the

. Do leave a slight depression on top for a water basin.

10. Do leave soil loose and keep well cultivated during summer.
